SEOTION 1. That there be and is hereby appropriated out 

of any funds not otherwise appropriated. the sum of eleven 
thousand five hundred and twenty-eight dollars (,11,528.00), 
to pay the administrator of the estate of William W. Belknap, 
deceased, and Amanda T. Belknap, his widow, for services 
rendered by William W. Belknap in his lifetime and Amanda 
T. Belknap after hie decease, in securin~ the refund of the 
amount due the State of Iowa from the U oited States of the 
direct war taxl and interest on money advanced by the state 
during the ciVIl war, said services having been performed by 
William W. Belknap under contract therefor dated May 
4th,1884. 

SRO. 2. The above sum is not to be drawn or paid until the 
amount of said direct tax, as provided by the act of conf{re88 
of March 2nd, 1891, is paid by the United States to the IState 
of Iowa.
